REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee would sub- 
mit the following Report. In doing this we will not occu- 
py space, and time in making preliminary remarks. | For 
no man at the present day wishes to double the cape rath- 
er than cross the isthmus, that he may enter as soon as pos- 
sible the land of gold. 

Duties oF THE CommirrEeE.—It is not our wish to dictate 
for our successors, but to say that we have attended to 
the duties which have been assigned ws. We have exam- 
ined all the teachers—have visited all the schools, and have 
exercised that general supervision which the statute, and 
the good of our schools seemed to require. 

We do not say that we may not have erred in judgment 
as to our duty, and the wisest measures to be taken in or- 
der to secure the end which oursystem of common schools 
contemplates. Yet while we have endeavored to respect 
the feelings and wishes of others, we have done what in 
our humble judgment appeared to be duty ; consulting not 
our own feelings, but the good of the rising generation. 

'TEACHERS AND ScHoots.—Our teachers have been mostly 
young. One half at least of those who have taught during 
the winter, have had no experience in the business of 
teaching. We havo no reason to expect that all teachers 
will possess the same natural characteristics, or the same 
acquired abilities—the same facility for communicating 
ideas to others, or the same tact for governing. Yet we 
are happy to say that those who have been employed as 
teachers in our district schools during the past year, have 
not disappointed the expectations of the committee. Wedo 
not say thatall have excelled ; but, that while some have 
excelled, others have labored so to do, and have so farsuc- 
ceeded as to meet with our approbation. 
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Our schools, with one or two exceptions, have moved on 
without any serious difficulty, or interruption, and have 
made, as we think, commendable progress. 

Order, which we regard as of fundamental importance, 
has been generally maintained in our schools; yet in afew 
cases, there, has been a dack ; and those schools have suf- 
fered, and will continue to feel such an influence for years 
to come. 

The benefit of the school in District No. 4 has‘been al- 
most entirely Jost during the winter term, in consequence 
of the state of feeling in the district which resulted in the 
breaking up of the school. | 

The Books which have been used in our schools during 
ihe year, are the same that were used during the last year, 
with one exception. A change has been made in the geog- 
raphy during the winter. This was done generally with- 
out any expense to parents; and by the change a uniform- 
ity secured throughout the town. For books which we re- 
commend, we refer you to the dist near the, close of the 
report. 

Our School-houses are generally in good, condition—that 
in District No. 2 should be enlarged, so as well to accom- 
modate the school. Those in Districts No. 4 and 6, should 
be repaired, or rebuilt. We regard it as of great impor- 
tance to have good school houses—houses which are neat, 
and convenient, and which can be warmed, and ventilated 
as ocCasion may require, Without exposing the health of 
children in school. 

And connected with every school-house, there should not 
fail to be suitable out buildings, that children may not 
gradually become corrupt in principle, and heathenish in 
practice. We hope parents willlook after both the com; 
fortand safety of their children, whom they are doing 
so much to educate. \ 


PrupentiaL GommittTee.—We are aware that the duties 
of the Prudential Committee are more arduous than some 
suppose ; vet there are two or three things to which we 
would call their attention. In our view it is desirable that 
the winter schools should commence as early as the first 
of December, if not before. ; 

The walking is best during the first half of the winter, 
and if a school commence early there is time for it to close 
before the making out of the report. . 

Three schools in town have not yet closed, though short, 
and cannot be reported in full. | 
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We also think that those who are employed as agents for 
the districts, should be particular to notify the Superintend- 
ing School Committee, when each school commences, and 
also near the close, when it will close. And that they allow 
no teacher to commence school, until he has been examin- 
ed, and can show a certificate from the committee, that in 
their estimation he is qualified to teach. 


Parents.—No class of individuals are more deeply in- 
terested in the prosperity of our district schools, than par- 
ents. Our schools are composed mainly of their children, 
whose interests are identified with their own, and whom 
they wish to educate for usefulness and happiness. But in 
order to secure such an end, it is not enough for parents to 
send their children to the common district school. They 
must commence the work at home—prepare the way for 
the teacher, by bringing every child to know what obedi- 
ence is, not in theory only, but practically. If this was 
done, and teachers sustained by parents in doing this duty, 
we think there would be but very little difficulty in our 
schools, and we should be disappointed if they were not 
somewhat improved.
